‘Every possible clue is being in- 
vestigated with several persons 
today being suspected of the 
thorough ransacking of the Up- 
land junior high school and the 
Blementary school buildings some 
time between Wednesday evening 
and Thursday morning. 

While the clues are not numer- 
ous, Police ‘Chief Eugene L. Muel- 
ler said this afternoon that arrests 
might be possible at any moment. 
All members of the local depart- 
ment are aiding as well as deputy 
sheriffs and officers of adjoining 
communities, 

Approximately $250 were taken, 
many doors were damaged 
through thé use of crowbars and 
jimmying rods and the buildings 
in general give evidence of a very 
thorough search for money, ac- 
eording to the police department 
reports. Officers John McCarty 
and William Smith were on duty 
when Miss Jessie Brown, Ble- 
mentary school principal, and 
Miss Charlotte Brainerd, . junior 
high cierk, reported early Thurs- 
day morning of finding their 
buildings had been burglarized. 

Most of the money was taken 
from the yault in the junior high 
building. Combination on the safe 
had apparently been melted with 
‘a torch then. battered off with 2 
heavy hammer, according to the 
evidence obtained by ‘the police. | 
The money «was in various Con- 
tainers, it being from several stu- 

dent and cafeteria funds. 

Entrance to the junior high 
was gained through a south door 
into the library. A window on the ; 

east side of the building was brok- |

SLIGHT DROP AS 
$140,874 SPENT 


Cost of operating the city of 
Upland during the last fiscal year 
was a trifle lower than the prev- 
ious year, according to the an- 
nual financial report submitted to 
the city council last night by City 
Clerk Ray C. Norton. 

The.complete and detailed an- 
alysis of the financial situation, 
lists expenditures of $140,874.69 
for the year ending June 30. This 
is lower by $846 than the outlay : 
for the 1941-42 year. 

The report also revealed a gain 
of $18,566.64 in the city’s cash 
balance over the total of June 30, 
1942, 

Myr. Norton’s report is published 
in today’s Upland News in 
' cordance with law and its perusal 
is recommended to all interested 
citizens.

‘If the OPA was paying the 
least bit of attention to milk pro- | 
duction costs, it couldn’t do any- 
thing else but agree to prices 
sought by the state,” said Mr. | 
Glass. “Dairymen should take this } 
matter up with their congressmen 
and force the OPA to abide by 
regulations governing an increase | 
in ceiling prices.”
